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Retail Trade Conditions (Page 418) 

The money value of sales reported for August was 
0-2 per cent. above that for August, 1932, showing 
tle first increase compared with twelve months 
earlier since January, 1931. During the seven 
months, February-August, 1933, sales were lower 
in value by 1°6 per cent. than in the corresponding 
period of 1932. Stocks last month were of only 3°6 
per cent. smaller value than a vear earlier. Employ- 
ment increased by 1:7 per cent. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 420) 
Coal output in July, 1933, was 59 per cent. greater 
in the United States than in July, 1932; in Germany 
it was 10 per cent. larger, but in Poland 11 per 


cent. smaller. Daily production of pig iron in the 


United States was higher than for any month 
since May, 1931, and was more than _ thrice 


that of March, 1933, or July, 1932; in Germany 
it was 49 per cent. and in the Saar District 38 per 
cent. above July, 1932. The outturn of crude 
steel in the United States was the highest in 
any month since June, 1930, and was nearly four 
times greater than in July of last year; Germany, the 
Saar, the United Kingdom and France showed respec- 
tive increases of 49, 48, 29 and 25 per cent. over the 
latter month. 


Our Economic Position (Pages 423-4) 
Tables provided illustrate the economic position 
in the United Kingdom in August and July, 1933, 
and August, 1932, and, by monthly averages, in the 
past five quarters and the vears 1932, 1931 and 1924. 


British Railway Traffics (Page 425) 


In addition to the usual monthly statement which 
for June, 1933, shows a considerable increase in 
passenger trafic over June, 1932, tables are pro- 
vided showing the passenger returns for the first half 
of 1933, which generally show little variation from 
January-June of last year, and figures of freight 





traffic for the first 28 weeks, which record more or 
less substantial decreases as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1932. 


Norwegian Trade Position (Page 429) 

The demand for home products has continued to 
increase at the expense of foreign manufacturers, 
writes the British Commercial Secretary at Oslo. 
Nevertheless purchases of textiles from the United 
Kingdom have increased. Imports of woollen and 
cotton yarns have risen and United Kingdom 
spinners have shared in the larger trade. The super- 
fluity of electric power in the country seems likely 
to have an adverse effect upon the market for coal. 
An improved demand for ship repairing steel is 
expected next year. The United Kingdom is stated 
to have secured practically all the business in gal- 
vanised sheets this year, thus displacing Belgium. 


Anglo-Argentine Supplementary Agreement (Page 431) 
This Agreement, the conclusion of which was pro- 
vided for by the Anglo-Argentine Convention of 
May 1, has been signed at Buenos Aires. A brief 
preliminary notice is given concerning its main pro- 
visions. 


Marking of Goods for France (Page 435) 

A list is given of goods which may not be im- 
ported into or sold, etc., in France, when of foreign 
origin, after November 6, unless they bear an in- 
dication of their country of origin in clear, indelible 
Latin characters. 


Textiles at the British Industries Fair (Page 439) 

Firms who will display their productions at the 
White City Textiles Exhibition in February next are 
now concentrating on special lines which will be seen 
for the first time. Leading houses in the trade have 
combined to establish a Men’s Wear Section, while 
the Soft Furnishings Section will provide its second 
combined display, following upon the _ success 
achieved by the first one last February.

RETAIL TRADE IN AUGUST AND IN FEBRUARY—AUGUST 
COMPARISON OF 1933 WITH 1932 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England, there is given on page 419 a 
table showing the relation of sales in August, 1933, and 
in the seven months February-August, 1933, to the 
sales in the corresponding periods a year earlier. These 
figures are compiled from returns furnished by a number 
of departmental stores, concerns operating multiple 
retail shops, independent retailers and a representative 
section of the retail Co-operative Societies. 


l‘igures are also given comparing the value at cost of 
stocks held and the number of persons employed at the 
end of August, 1933, with those for the same date in 
1932. A smaller number of concerns supply this in- 
formation ; the Co-operative Societies, in particular, do 
not at present contribute to this section. 


The great majority of the contributors now report the 
number of days on which selling took place in their 
shops during the period to which the figures relate, but 
this information does not yet permit the calculation of 
average daily sales, or the exact measurement of the 
difference in length between monthly selling periods in 
the two years. Only a small proportion of the returns 
showed any difference in length of selling period 
between August, 1933, and August, 1932, and it is 





estimated that the figures in the table relate to periods 
of substantially similar length. 


SALES 


The money value of sales reported for August, 1933, 
was 0-2 per cent. above that for August, 1932. This is 
the first increase in total sales compared with twelve 
months earlier recorded since January, 1931. For the 
six months ended July, there was a decline this year of 
1-9 per cent., while comparing 1932 with 1931 there 
was a decline of 4:8 per cent. A year ago there was 
a decline of 6-2 per cent. from August, 1931. The 
increase shown for August may therefore be the result 
of sales in August, 1932, being relatively low rather 
than of sales last month being especially good. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to about 
54 per cent. of the total value reported, decreased by 
2-0 per cent. in August. As in July, when the per- 
centage decline in this category for Great Britain as 
a whole was 3-6 per cent., sales were lower in August 
in every district, the fall being largest in Wales and 
the North of England in both months. 


Sales of non-food merchandise rose in August in every 
district, the percentage increase for the country as 4 
whole being 2-9. The increase was largest in Suburban 
London (5:8 per cent.), and smallest in Scotland (0:5

per cent.). Of the different categories of merchandise, 
men’s and boys’ wear showed the most marked rise 
(11:7 per cent.), improved sales being reported for this 
section in all districts, whereas a year ago all districts 
showed a substantial decline in sales. As in the case 
of total sales, the increases shown last month in men’s 
and boys’ wear would appear to be due rather to the low 
value of sales in August, 1932, than to exceptionally 
good sales last month. The increase in hardware (11-6 
per cent.) was almost as large as in men’s and boys’ 
wear, but this section accounts for a smaller proportion 
of total sales. The only decreases were in respect of 
piece-goods and miscellaneous goods, sales of which 
were in each case lower in all districts except Central 
and West-End London; the latter are, however, of too 
varied a character for great significance to be attached 
to their movements. Sales of piece-goods for household 
use were higher by 3-8 per cent., and rose in all dis- 
tricts except Wales and North of England, but this 
tendency was more than offset in the total for piece- 
soods by decreases in dress materials in all districts 
except Central and West-End London. 


During the seven months February-August, 1933, 
sales were lower in value by 1°6 per cent. than in the 
corresponding period of 1932. In Central and West- 
End London sales were higher by 1:5 per cent., while 
the figures for other districts were lower by percentages 
ranging from 1:1 to 3:3. Six of the main categories of 
merchandise showed improved sales this year, the 
largest increase (91 per cent.) being in the hardware 
section. Sales of food and perishables were smaller 
by 3°3 per cent., but in this connection the decline in 
retail prices of food as recorded by the Ministry of 
Labour should be noted. This was approximately 6 per 
cent. for the period in question. Slight decreases in

the value of sales were also reported for piece-goods 
and sports and travel goods (0°38 per cent. and 0°5 per 
cent., respectively), while sales of miscellaneous goods 
declined by 5:6 per cent. 


STOCKS 


The slowing up in the tendency of the cost value of 
stocks to fall was again evident at the end of August, 
the decline being only 3-6 per cent. compared with the 
corresponding date in 1932. This is the smallest 
difference since July, 1932, when stocks were lower 
by 33 per cent. in comparison with a year earlier. 
Decreased stocks were recorded in all districts, the 
percentage decline varying from 2:2 in Scotland to 5:1 
in Central and West-End London. All categories of 
merchandise except fancy goods and miscellaneous 
showed decreases, which ranged from 0:1 per cent. for 
hardware to 9°6 per cent. for sports and travel goods. 
Stocks of non-food merchandise as a whole declined 
by 3:5 per cent., while those of food and perishables 
fell by 59 per cent. 


EMPLOYMENT 


An increase cf 1:7 per cent. was reported at the end 
of August, compared with a year earlier, in the total 
numbers employed in establishments supplying this 
information. Sales staffs increased by 2°8 per cent., 
and there was a rise of 2:7 per cent. in the number of 
juveniles ernployed. Both total and selling staffs ex- 
panded in all districts, the percentage increase for total 
employees varying from O09 in Scotland to 2:4 in 
Central and West-End London. The largest increase 
in selling staffs (4:8 per cent.) was again recorded in 
Central and West-End London.

Increases in aggregate coal production in the month 
f July, as compared with June, were recorded in ihe 
United States, Poland, the Saar District and Germany 
of 15:4, 10-2, 6-8 and 6°5 per cent., respectively. There 
were small decreases in France and in the United King- 
dom, and little change in the output in Belgium. Com- 
paring July, 1933, with July, 1932, increases were re- 
corded in the United States of 59 per cent., in Germany 
of 10 per cent. and in the Saar District of 6 per cent. ; 
output was slightly greater in the United Kingdom and 
lrance, and there was a decline of 11 per cent. in 
Poland. No comparison can be made with July, 1932, 
in the case of Belgium, as there was a dispute in the 
coal industry in that month.

The Cartel prices were in force for the Belgian works 
and the same small increases as in the case of the 
French export market occurred on account of the gold 
premium. The reduction in respect of plates (+% in.) 
for the British market was also observed by the Belgian 
works. The increases in iron and steel prices as com- 
pared with a year ago ranged between 382 and 58 per 
cent. 


United States.—All grades of pig iron increased in 
price by one dollar a ton in the United States markets 
at about the middle of July. Certain semi-finished 
products were unchanged in price for the ninth succes- 
sive month, but, among finished steels, strips and 
sheets advanced in price at the beginning of the month. 
Scrap prices increased considerably in July, the in- 
creases ranging between 11 and 38 per cent. The 
quotations given in the following table were those pre-

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRIES

regarding which applications made for removal from 
by-law have been referred to the Tariff Board :— 


Indicating and _ integrating mechanisms, 
mechanical or electrical, for use in the manu- 
facture of meter orifices or nozzles of the types 
for recording, ete., the flow of steam, of com- 
pressed air in closed pipes, or of feed water to 
boilers. 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner further reports by 
telegraph that an application for increased duties on 
insulating tape proofed with pitch or bitumen has been 
referred to the Tariff Board. 


In the announcement under the heading ‘* En- 
quiries referred to the Tariff Board ’’ in the * B.T.J.”’ 
of August 31 (page 293), it was stated that, inter 
alia, fractional horse-power electric motors for sewing 
machines had been referred to the Tariff Board as a 
result of an application made to the Minister of Trade 
and Customs for the removal of this item from by-law. 
A telegram from the Senior Trade Commissioner now 
states that the item was quoted erroneously in this 
connection by the Customs authorities. The actual 
position is that this type of motor is at present classi- 
fied under Tariff Item No. 179 D, and the application 
now referred to the Tariff Board for investigation 1s 
for its admission under by-law item No. 174(Y) (i.e.

BRITISH RAILWAYS, JANUARY—JULY 


The statistics for the calendar month of June, the two 
four-weekly periods ended June 17 and July 15, 1933, respec- 
tively, have been published by the Minister of Transport, 
and may be obtained at H.M. Stationery Office, Adastral 
House, Kingsway, London, W.C. 2, price 2s. 6d. net, 2s. 74d. 
post free. 


The comparisons for the month of June are affected by 
the incidence of Whit Monday, which fell on May 16 in 1932 
and on June 5 this year. 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC IN JUNE 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard gauge railways in 
Great Britain in the month of June, 1933, was 102,828,835, 
an increase compared with June, 1932, of 6,489,240, or 6-7 
per cent. The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares 
rose by 7,782,961, but those at standard or ordinary fares 
fell by 1,293,721. The receipts from passengers (excluding 
season ticket holders) showed an increase of £559,736, or 
12-6 per cent. If the London Tubes and Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Railway be omitted, the figures show an increase in 
journeys of 6,131,876, or 8-4 per cent., and an increase in 
receipts of £548,363, or 13-3 per cent. For all companies 
the receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post) were £581,758 more than in June, 
1932. 


For the four weeks ended July 15, 1933, the coaching train 
miles showed an increase of 841,779 as compared with the 
four weeks ended July 16, 1932. 


Four Weeks’ FreiIcut TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 18,324,488, an increase compared with 
the corresponding four weeks of 1932 of 811,203 tons, or 4°6 
per cent. The freight train receipts amounted to £5,854,728, 
an increase of £34,154, or 0-6 per cent. The freight train 
miles run were 110,570 more than in the corresponding 
period of 1932, an increase of 1:2 per cent. The average 
train load increased from 113 tons to 116% tons, and the net 
ton-miles per engine hour from 4274 to 446.

RAINFALL AND MoNsooN 

Calcutta, September 24.—Rainfall has been nearly general 
in Lower Burma, the West United Provinces, Malabar, 
Bengal and Bihar on four days; in Orissa, Chota Nagpur, 
Hast Central India and the East United Provinces on three ; 
in West Central India, the Central Provinces and Konkan 
on two; and in East Rajputana, the Bombay Deccan, Burma 
East and North Punjab, Assam, Central India and the 
Punjab Hills on one day. 

The Arabian monsoon is weakening. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 

Madras, September 16.—There has been heavy rain in the 
Cirears. The sowing and transplanting of paddy is pro- 
ceding and the sowing of dry crops going on in parts of 
the Deccan. Standing crops are in fair condition except in 
flood-affected areas in East Godavari. 

Bihar and Orissa, September 18.—Heavy rain has fallen 
in Balasore and parts of Cuttack, Angul and Puri. Sugar- 
cane and jute are doing well. 

Punjab, September 18.—The maximum rainfall was 8-50 
inches and the minimum 0-03 inch. The condition of stand- 
ing crops is average to good, but crops on low-lying land 
have been damaged by excessive rain in most districts. 
Damage to sugarcane by topborer pest and to cotton by 
bollworm is reported from parts of Karnal. 

Central Provinces, September 18.—Rainfall has been 
heavy except in Mandla, Jubbulpore and Bilaspore. The 
rain has been beneficial to kharif crops but low-lying cotton 
has been damaged by floods. 

Bombay, September 23.—Heavy rain has fallen in 
Guzerat and the North Deccan and has damaged crops, but 
hot seriously. A break in the rain is needed for the growth 
of crops. 

Sind, September 23.—Slight rain has been general. Boll 
attacks and the shedding of buds are reported from the 
district of Thaparkar and white-ant attacks from Nadu 
and Thaparkar. 


Bengal, September 20.—Rainfall has been light to 
moderate. The transplanting of winter paddy is being com- 
pleted. More rain is needed for steeping jute in North 


Bengal. The prospects for standing crops are satisfactory. 


Assam, September 25.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop outturn and prospects are fair except in Darrand, 
Lakhimpur and Nowgong.—Indian Trade Commissioner in 
London.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Trade conditions generally have been in keeping with the 
usual quietness prevailing at this season of the year, reports 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 

In Barbados rain has been plentiful and crops are in a 
healthy condition. The output of the 1933 sugar crop, in- 
cluding molasses in terms of sugar, is reported to be 116,738 
tons. This constitutes a record for the Island, being an in- 
crease of some 14,000 tons over the previous record crop in 
1932. The volume of trade of Barbados for the year 1932 
was: imports £1,656,876 and exports £1,379,006, as against 
£1,491,644 and £1,064,051, respectively, in 1931. 

In Trinidad the recent excessive rains have been rather 
damaging to the cane cultivation, and a certain amount of 
froghopper spittle has made its appearance. Rough weather 
has delayed the setting of the cocoa fruit, but conditions are 
improving and planters are expectant of a fair crop later; 
prices for this commodity still remain at a very low level. 
In coconut areas outside the districts swept by the recent 
hurricane palms are yielding regularly and well, and most 
estates are well ahead of last year’s figures to date. Pro- 
spects for the 1933-34 crop of grapefruit are good; oranges 
are scarce, but the trade in green limes continues to be brisk. 

A slight improvement is reported in the weekly volume 
of bananas shipped from Jamaica, but the total amount 
exported from the beginning of 1933 to August 12 last was 
still very far below that for the corresponding period of 
1932, the comparative figures in stems being 6,343,458 and 
12,670,226, or a decrease of 6,326,768. 

In British Guiana activity has continued in the local 
market for rice; the outlook for the coming crop of this 
commodity is encouraging. The output of gold continues 
steadily to improve; production in July amounted to 2,024 
ozs., as compared with 1,307 ozs. in July, 1932, and the total 
exported during the first seven months of 1933 was 13,473 
OZS., as against 10.009 ozs. in the corresponding period of 
last year. The Colony’s exports in January-July, 1933, were 
valued at 5,316,284 dols., as against 5,215,881 dols. in the 
first seven months of last year, and its import trade at 
4,136,337 dols., as compared with 4,075,931 dols. 


CANADA 
FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
September 7 and 13, the following quantities of Canadian 
fruit were shipped to United Kingdom ports :—Apples, 
12,100 barrels, 1,600 boxes and 1,100 half-barrels; plums, 
6,000 crates; pears, 4,500 boxes, 3,800 half-barrels, 2@0 
barrels and 500 hampers.

THE BUILDING INDUSTRY 


If it is fair to judge by the statistics of the first seven 
months of the year, it seems probable, states the Royal Bank 
of Canada in its Monthly Letter for September, that the 
value of the construction contracts awarded in Canada dur- 
ing 1933 will be smaller than in any year for which there 
are statistical records, and these records go back to 1911. 


In 1932 the total value of the contracts awarded amounted 
to 132 million dollars, and this year it does not seem prob- 
able that the total will exceed 70 million dols. These totals 
may be compared with the average value of building con- 
tracts from 1924 to 1928, which amounted to 384 million 
dols., or with the average for 1911 to 1929, which was 292 
million dols. 


It seems evident that in spite of the apparent surplus of 
residential space in most Canadian cities, at the present 
moment a latent shortage of considerable magnitude is accu- 
mulating. Moreover, renewed expansion of industrial 
activity will lead to demand for types of factories and utility 
development dependent upon the industries which partici- 
pate most actively in that expansion. This view is in direct 
contrast with the opinion that Canadian cities are overbuilt 
and that a long period of building retrenchment lies ahead. 


ACCUMULATION OF RESIDENTIAL SHORTAGE 


_ Population is increasing steadily and the upward trend 
in Canadian cities is particularly clear. For the last sixteen 
years the average annual value of the contracts awarded 
for residential building has amounted to approximately 82 
million dollars a year. Even in 1931, the second year of 
the depression, the value of these types of contracts awarded 
exceeded 81 million dols. In 1932 this had fallen to 29 
million dols., and for the current year it does not seem 
probable that it will exceed 20 million dols. With no allow-

ance whatever for increased population, it seems that a 
residence shortage is accumulating at a rate in excess of 
50 million dols. a year. 


It is clear that many residences, apartments and flats are 
still in use that would be torn down and replaced under more 
normal conditions. When income has been reduced and 
wages are declining there is a strong tendency for many 
people to live with relatives. It is almost impossible to 
estimate the extent of overcrowding among wage earners 
and the unemployed during a depression. Some indication 
of the extent of this phenomenon may be obtained from the 
rapid increase in demand for residential space during a 
period of recovery. 


While there are vacancies in many offices and stores in 
the cities, a large number of firms are occupying less space 
than they expect to use under normal conditions, and for 
the present at least there are a good many firms who are 
willing to put up with old and inefficient buildings rather 
than to increase their rents by moving to adequate offices 
at a time when earnings are below normal. 


The years 1922 to 1924 constituted what is recognised as 
the first post-war depression. Yet even in those years 
Canadian building contracts amounted to almost 200 million 
dols. per year, in terms of the 1913 dollar. Even if the 
average amount of building between 1922 and 1926 is 
accepted as representative of Canadian annual building re- 
quirements, the resulting average will be in excess of 200 
million 1913 dols. per year. The over-building between 1927 
and 1930 cannot have done much more than to offset the 
long lull between 1915 and 1921. 


The total building shortage now accumulating must 
amount to at least 100 million dols. a year and may amount 
to as much as 150 million dols. The trend of expansion in 
Canada is strong. It will re-assert itself as soon as recovery 
is well under way. The present period of temporary 
quiescence must soon be offset by increased activity. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information regarding trade 
conditions in the Union of South Africa. 


Although still seasonally quiet, business generally con- 
tinues to show steady if slow progress, and the expansion of 
the gold-mining industry, brighter farming conditions, the 
strong opening of the local sales of wool and other produce, 
and the approach of the summer season all afford promise 
of a further improvement in the near future. 


The larger centres report that the property markets are 


. increasingly active; work on deferred building schemes is 


now being started and the establishment of fresh and im- 
portant industrial enterprises is foreshadowed. Good rain 
fell at the end of August in many drought-stricken districts 
in the Cape Province, but rain is still badly needed in the 
Orange Free State and other large areas. 


GoLp OuTPUT 


The Transvaal gold output in August, when there were 
27 working days, was 934,714 fine ozs., with a value, includ- 
ing the premium, on the basis of £6 5s. per fine oz., of 
£5,841,963, compared with 991,322 fine ozs. and a standard 
value of £4,210,868 in August, 1932 (also 27 working days). 
The industry has been stimulated by the enhanced sterling 
price of gold. Owing to the working of lower-grade ores, 
the average daily output declined by 907 fine ozs., but the 
figures for August constitute a record as regards value, ton- 
nage and the number of natives employed. 


Railway earnings from April 1 to September 9 amounted 
to £10,016,080, or £241,080 above the official estimate— 
as compared with £8,796,440 for the corresponding period 
last year. 


OPENING OF Woot SEASON 


The 1933-34 wool season has opened strongly. The first 
sales were held at Port Elizabeth on September 12, when 4 
high percentage of the offerings was cleared at prices over 
30 per cent. above those ruling at the close of last season. 
Competition was keen and principally from the Continent, 
but Japan and America are showing interest. Confirmation 
of this advance in value in South Africa is expected at

the opening of the London wool sales and, with no old stocks 
unsold, the prospects for the new season are considered very 
favourable. The official estimate of the new clip is 280 
million Ibs. of grease wool, compared with 318 million Ibs. 
last season. 


The mohair market is strong and active, and prices are 
higher. The new clip is officially: estimated at 81 million 
lbs., or 83 per cent. less than last year. 


Prices for sheepskins rose during the month in sympathy 
with wool, but at the sales on September 12 the tendency 
was slightly easier. Owing to the position in America, 
capeskins and goatskins are weaker. Hides are unchanged, 
with good local demand for salted descriptions. 


Ostrich feathers show no improvement; the market for 
all descriptions of wings is lifeless. 


The wattlebark market continues quiet. Stripping has 
been delayed by the continuance of the dry weather, and 
supplies are scarce. Prices are unchanged. The oversea 
demand for extract is fair, and an early improvement is 
expected. 


Fruit Exports 


Exports of citrus fruit in August consisted of 322,383 
boxes, making the total for the season to date 1,358,082 
boxes, as compared with 1,211,124 in the corresponding 
period of last season. Exports of dried fruit from January 
to August amounted to 14,588,909 lbs., against 12,233,518 
lbs. for the same period in 1932. 


The industrial position is practically unchanged. 


WOOL SALES 


The Secretary for Agriculture, Pretoria, has cabled the 
following information concerning the sales of wool at the 
various ports—week ended September 23 : — 

Cape Town, 3,347 bales offered, 3,052 sold; Port Elizabeth, 
10,039 and 6,240 bales, respectively. Competition main- 
tained, market somewhat easier. 


The number of bales of unsold wool in store at the end of 
August at Port Elizabeth, East London, Durban and Cape 
Town was 17,911.—South African Trade Commissioner in 
London.

NORWAY 
TRADE POSITION, 1932-33 


The most important event of the past eighteen months, 
*writes the British Commercial Secretary at Oslo, in so far 
as relations between the United Kingdom and Norway 
are concerned, was the signature on May 15, 1933, of a

Commercial Agreement, which came into force on July 7 and 
is valid for three years. It is hoped that the Agreement will 
lead to an increased exchange of goods, as each country har 
secured from the other concessions in favour of its principal 
export industries. 


The volume of Norway’s foreign trade was considerably 
lower in 1932 than in 1930, but the fall was due entirely to 
a reduction in imports, so that the balance of trade im- 
proved correspondingly. Large consignments of whale-oil, 
which are not usually brought to Norway for shipment 
abroad, were, however, included in the export statistics for 
1932. In the first six months of the present year the value 
of exports was but little less than in the corresponding period 
of 1932, while that of imports fell 5-2 per cent., and there 
was again an improvement in the trade balance. The claim 
that, in comparison with other countries, Norway has 
hitherto succeeded in maintaining her export trade at a 
surprisingly high level seems, therefore, to be well-founded. 


Apart from ships, the value of goods imported from the 
United Kingdom in 1932 was about the same as in 1930 and 
considerably greater than in 1931. In the last-mentioned 
year Norway derived 20-3 per cent. of all her imports from 
the United Kingdom, as against 21-5 per cent. in 1932. Of 
Norway’s exports, the United Kingdom took 25-3 per cent. 
in 1930 and 1932 and 28-1 per cent. in 1931. 


DEMAND FoR HomME PRopvcTS 


The demand for home products has continued to increase 
at the expense of foreign manufactures, of which the im- 
portation has diminished very appreciably, while that of 
raw materials, etc., has, as a rule, increased, 


In the case of manufactured textiles the Norwegian mills 
are securing a larger percentage of the trade than formerly 
both in woollen and cotton piece-goods and in hosiery. Pur- 
chases from the United Kingdom nevertheless increased in 
1932 and are believed to be well maintained in 1933. The 
total turnover has, however, shrunk owing to shortage of 
money among the general public, and the cheaper classes 
of goods, which are made in Norway, find the readiest sale. 


There was a very appreciable rise in 1932 both in the total 
quantities of woollen and cotton yarns imported and in the 
proportion of this trade done by United Kingdom spinners. 
The less favourable conditions under which the Norwegian 
mills are now operating are, however, reflected in reduced 
imports of yarns during the present year. 


In view of the high protection enjoyed by Norwegian 
manufacturers imports of foreign footwear have fallen off 
heavily in both 1932 and 1933, and the amount of business 
done by the United Kingdom in this branch of trade is 
reduced to a very low point. 


In the machinery trade unfavourable conditions have pre- 
vailed, but there has perhaps been a somewhat larger 
demand for special machinery on the part of the few con- 
cerns which are in a position to modernise their plant. 
Long credits are asked for and prices are cut very close. 
The demand for tools is also strictly limited, as the work- 
shops have reduced the number of hands owing to shortage 
of orders, though the position is considered to be slightly 
better than a year ago. Here, too, Norwegian goods, when 
procurable, are preferred to foreign. It is interesting to 
note that Norwegian electricity works, with a superfluity 
of power of which they find it difficult to dispose, have in an 
appreciable number of instances undertaken to supply, for 
industrial and other purposes, steam produced by means 
of electric boilers at the same price as steam produced by 
the use of coal. In some cases the electric boilers are in- 
stalled by the electricity works, in others by the consumers 
of the steam. Until the demand for electrical energy in- 
creases, this tendency seems likely to have an adverse effect 
on the market for coal. 


Certain industries working for the home market have 
benefited greatly by the all-round increase of Customs duties 
imposed in January, 1932, and by the further depreciation 
of the krone, as well as by the campaign in favour of 
Norwegian goods. Some such industries (e.g., the textile 
and footwear industries) were for a time very well occupied, 
but the situation is now less satisfactory owing to shortage 
of money among the public. A good deal of enterprise has 
been shown by some industrial concerns in finding new 
markets and in embarking on the production of commodities 
not previously made in Norway.

The growth of the merchant fleet is at present arrested, 
but its efficiency has continued to increase through the re- 
placement of old vessels by new. The provision of funds to 
pay off instalments due on tonnage purchased in recent 
years often constitutes a difficult problem in view of the 
state of the freight market. The number of vessels laid up

MarRKET FOR IRON AND STEEL, ETC. 


There has been of late little demand for steel for ship 
repairs, but an improvement is expected to manifest itself 
in 1934 in connection with classification work which has 
been postponed. Sales of ordinary constructional iron and 
steel are reported to have increased slightly, but the im- 
provement has not benefited United Kingdom trade, as this 
class of material is imported more cheaply from the Con- 
tinent. In 1932 orders for galvanised sheets were placed 
in Belgium, but it is stated that practically all this business 
is now secured by the United Kingdom. On the whole the 
demand for iron and steel appears to be rather better at 
present than in 1932, possibly in anticipation of higher 
prices as a result of the Continental cartei which came into 
effect on June 1. Most of the trade in copper and brass 
tubes, sheets and rods is apparently secured by the Nor- 
wegian works, while as regards imports Sweden is reported 
to be the principal supplier. Importers continue to deplore 
the lack of shipping facilities, particularly from Swansea 
but also from other West coast ports, which causes orders to 
be lost for galvanised corrugated and flat sheets and tin- 
plates. 


HARDWARE: COLONIAL PRODUCE 


In the case of hardware, the trade is faced by the same 
difficulties as in 1931. Sales have not expanded, nor, it is 
reported, have the prices of goods risen, but the consump- 
tion of Norwegian manufactures has increased, while im- 
ports have fallen off. A larger proportion of the import 
trade than previously is, however, held by the United 
Kingdom, while imports from Germany have decreased. 


The demand for sugar, coffee and other colonial produce 
appears to have undergone little change, but considerably 
larger quantities of sugar are now imported from the United 
Kingdom than was formerly the case. Importers complain 
that the margin of profit is extremely narrow owing to 
excessive competition. 


AGRICULTURE AND FISHERIES 


The position of farmers has become even worse than in 
1931. A credit institution, financed by the State, has been 
established with the object of assisting them. The diffi- 
culties encountered by forest-owners are still very great and 
include opposition from organised labour. 


Conditions in the cod-fishing districts, particularly Finn- 
marken, are much depressed, but they are thought to be 
somewhat easier on the west coast than a year ago. Whaling 
in the Antarctic was resumed in 1932-33, the extent of the 
catch being restricted by agreement. The output of oil in 
1933-34 will also be subject to restriction, but fewer com- 
panies are parties to the arrangement.

UNITED KINGDOM—ARGENTINE REPUBLIC 
SUPPLEMENTARY AGREEMENT SIGNED 


The Supplementary Agreement, the conclusion of which 
was provided for in Article 3 of the Anglo-Argentine Con- 
vention of May 1 last (Parliamentary Paper Cmd. 4310) 
was signed at Buenos Aires on September 26. 

Under this Agreement the Government of the Argentine 
Republic has agreed to reduce the present Customs duties 
on a large number of goods which are of interest to United 
Kingdom trade with the Republic, and to conventionalise 
the present duties (or exemption from duty) in regard to 
some Other goods. In one or two cases the Agreement pro- 
vides for a reclassification of goods for Tariff purposes (e.g., 
motor cars, and paints and varnishes). Argentina has also 
undertaken not to increase, during the currency of the 
Agreement, the surtax of 10 per cent. ad valorem which 
was imposed as a temporary measure in October, 1931.* 

Information as to the date on which the reduced duties 
are to take effect will be published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ as 
soon as possible. It is also proposed to publish as soon as 
possible the text of the Agreement together with a com- 
parative statement showing in respect of each class of goods 
affected the present rates of Customs duty and the reduced 
rates fixed by the Agreement. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


WORLD ECONOMIC CONFERENCE: TARIFF 
TRUCE: WITHDRAWALS 

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of May 25 
(page 817) regarding the institution of a Tariff Truce 
during the period of the World Monetary and Economic 
Conference, the Board of Trade are informed that the 
following States have withdrawn from this agreement, 
namely, the Netherlands and the Irish Free State.

FRANCE—GREECE 
PROTOCOL TO COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 13 contains 
a Decree, dated September 5, which provides for the pro- 
visional application as from September 15 of a Protocol, 
dated July 3, to the Franco-Greek Commercial Convention 
of March 11, 1929. Under the Protocol, certain French 
products are no longer entitled to most-favoured-nation 
treatment on importation into Greece, and certain Greek 
products are no longer entitled to most-favoured-nation 
treatment on importation into France. It also provides 
that, in general, either party may modify any duty or duties 
fixed by the Convention on giving fifteen days’ notice, but 
in the event of use being made of this provision, the other 
party may demand immediate negotiations on the matter 
and, failing agreement within ten days of the enforcement 
of the new duties, may increase its own duties to an extent 
necessary to maintain the Tariff balance between the two 
countries. 

Exceptions to most-favoured-nation treatment are ex- 
tended to include compensatory surtaxes or other protective 
measures which either country may introduce in order to 
counterbalance the effects of any sudden fluctuation in the 
relative value of their respective currencies, and measures 
for the prevention of double taxation. 

SPAIN—ROUMANIA 
DENUNCIATION OF MODUS VIVENDI 

According to an announcement in the Spanish press of 
August 22 the Commercial Modus Vivendi between Spain 
and Roumania concluded in April, 1830, and modified on 
June 18 of the same year, was denounced by the Spanish 
Minister at Bucharest on August 4 last, the denunciation 
to take effect as from October 4 next.

TURKEY—HUNGARY 
PROVISIONAL TRADE AGREEMENT 


_A Trade Agreement based on a balance of payments was 
signed between Turkey and Hungary on August 1 and 
came into force on August 15. The balance to be aimed at 
has been fixed at 2,116,000 Hungarian pengoes, and Turkey 
agrees to admit specified quantities of certain Hungarian 
products (including tins, cotton and woollen tissues, twine, 
jute sacks, and electrical and agricultural machinery) total- 
ling this amount, while Hungary agrees to admit specified 
quantities of Turkish tobacco, dried fruits and coal totalling 
this amount. Further compensating exchanges of products 
may, however, be made outside this arrangement. 

The Agreement states that the respective imports of the 
two countries should balance within six months, but if 
necessary this period may be prolonged for not more than 
a further six months. A new Agreement will be negotiated 
about a month before the expiry of the existing one. 

Annexed to the Agreement is an arrangement between the 
National Bank of Hungary and the Central Bank of Turkey 
to regulate the payments resulting from the Agreement, 
which are to be on a compensatory basis.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1932—DRAWBACKS ON 
MAPORTATION OF AGRICULTURAL AND 
HORTICULTURAL SEEDS 

1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) Order, 
1933, made by virtue of their powers under the Second 
Schedule to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the Treasury direct 
that as from September 25, 1933, drawback, as provided for 
by the said Schedule, shall be allowed and paid on the ex- 
portation of agricultural and horticultural seeds. 

2. Title to Drawback.-_In Crder to establish a title to 
this drawback the following conditions must be satisfied : — 

(a) The goods must be exported or shipped as stores by 
the importer or by some person who has taken delivery 
thereof directly from the importer. 

(b) The goods must be the same goods as those on which 
duty was paid on importation, and be in the same state as 
that in which they were imported. 

(c) The geods must not have been used. 

(d) The fact that import duty was paid on the goods and 
the amount of that duty must be proved to the satisfaction 
of the Commissioners. 

Amount of Drawback.—The drawback to be allowed 
under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 11) Order, 1933, 
shall be an amount equal to the aggregate amount of the 
duty or duties chargeable under Part I of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, or the Ottawa Agreements Act, 1932, which is 
proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise to have been paid.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


REVISED RATES OF TURNOVER TAX FOR 
CERTAIN GOODS 


With reference to the Order of May 27, 1932 (particulars 
of which were given in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 16, 1932— 
page 868), fixing specific rates of import turnover tax in 
respect of certain goods, it is now provided that a number 
of these goods are to revert to the general ad valorem rates 
of import turnover tax.

[EMPORARY AMENDMENT OF IMPORT BOND 
SYSTEM 
\ Government Order, dated July 29 and effective as 
from August 8, 1933, makes certain temporary amendments 
in the Law of June 5, 1930, regarding the issue of import 
ionds in respect of the export from Czechoslovakia of 
ertain cereals and other agricultural products (see the 
notice in the “ B.T.J.” of July 10, 1930—page 48). These 
imendments empower the Minister of Finance (in collabora- 
tion with the Ministers of Agriculture and of Industry and 
Trade), during the season 1933-34, 
(a) to restrict the issue of import bonds to a limited 
period or to suspend their issue altogether ; or 


(b) to increase the value of the bonds issued against 
the export of barley, malt, oats and rye at the 
expense of those issued against the export of 
other products. 


FRANCE 
MARKING OF VARIOUS IMPORTED GOODS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 6 contains 
iseries of Decrees dated September 2, which provide that 
ertain further goods may not be imported into or sold, 
étc., in France when of foreign origin unless they bear an 
indication of their country of origin in clear, indelible Latin 
characters. This requirement, which comes into force on 
November 6, does not, however, apply to goods intended for 
export, and the sale, etc., of goods imported before 
November 6 will be permitted without marking provided 
that the seller indicates the country of origin on the invoice. 
The indication must be applied to the goods affected in the 
bllowing ways :— 


Jute Goods 


. x 7? 

4—Jute yarn, pure or mixed.—Each roll or “ epeule’’ is 

to bear the indication of origin on a label (in the case 
of rolls on the existing label). 


B—Jute tissues, unbleached, bleached, creamed, dyed, 
mixed with bleached, creamed or dyed threads, or 
printed, and mixed jute tissues.—The indication is to 
be printed at each end of the piece of jute cloth or 
tissue. 

(—Jute sacks, new.—The indication is to be printed in a 
place which will be hidden when the sack is being used, 
so that it will not lead to confusion as to the origin of 
the contents, or it may contain an explicit mention that 
it refers only to the sack. 
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D.—Plaits and soles of jute thread; passementerie and 
ribbons and tapes of jute.—The indication is to be 
shown on a label attached to each packet. 

E..—Carpets of jute, with flat or raised pile-—Each carpet 
or piece is to bear the indication of origin. 

F’.—Velvets and plushes of jute for upholstery and imitation 


furs.—The indication is to be shown at the top of every 
piece. 


Fancy Jewellery, viz.:—necklaces of imitation pearls ; 
jewellery of silver or silver-gilt ; jewellery of rolled gold 
or silver; imitation jewellery (gilt, silvered, polished, 
varnished, treated with acid, etc.), and fancy smiths’ 
wares of silvered metal, of copper, nickel or alloys 
thereof. The indication of origin must be punched 
(tnsculpé) in the material unless the article is too small 
to permit this, when it must be shown on a label 
attached to the article. Where small articles of these 
kinds (small rings imported in bulk, studs, tie-clips, 
collar-pins, etc.) are offered to the public on cards or 
with a support or presentation receptacle, instead of 
the indication being shown on a label, it may be given 
on the packing and on the cards, supports or presenta- 
tion receptacles. 

All fancy jewellery which is semi-manufactured or 
intended for the manufacture of other articles, such 
as clasps for handbags and purses, clasps and ornaments 
for necklaces and bracelets, sprung rings, pendant- 
holders, component parts of studs, etc., must bear an 
indication of origin. Labels bearing such indication 
may, however, be removed in the event of the sale of 
finished articles containing at least 70 per cent. of 
national material and labour, calculated on the internal 
buying price. 


Lead.—Crude lumps, pig, ingots or slabs of non-argenti- 
ferous lead (containing less than 25 grammes of silver 
per 100 kilogs.) are to have an indication of origin in 
cast letters, near the trade mark, if any, 


Collars, cuffs, dickies and shirt-fronts, in all materials and 
colours.—The indication of origin is to be shown in 
black ink on each article as follows :— 


(1) Collars and cuffs: On the inside, exactly at 
the intersection of the imaginary middle lines of 
the width and height, i.e., in practice, for collars, 
above the back stud hole. 

(2) Turned-down collars: On the visible part of 
the neck-band and not under the neck-band or 
turned-down part. 


(3) Dickies, fronts, etc.: Either on the lower 
part of the dicky on the upper surface, or on the 
upper surface of the flap. Those of celluloid must 
have the indication hollow-stamped. 


The indication of origin is also to be shown in black 
indelible ink on the boxes, pochettes, cards and pack- 
ages containing such articles if they bear the name of 
the maker, the name and address of the seller or any 
trade mark. 


Tissues and Cloths 


(1) Tissues, cloths, batistes, lawns and fancy tissues of silk, 
linen, cotton or mixtures thereof must have the indica- 
tion on each show-end (chef de piéce). 


(2) Handkerchiefs, squares, scarves; bath and toilet towels, 
table napkins and kitchen cloths, made up or not, are 
to bear the indication on a label gummed on each 
article if they are sold separately, or on each sale unit 
(dozen) if sold other than separately. For retail sale, 
this indication is to be shown on the label bearing the 
sale price. 


The above articles are considered as foreign if woven 
abroad even when, after being imported unbleached or 
in the piece, they undergo in France further processing 
such as bleaching, hemming or embroidering. On the 
other hand, an indication of origin is not required on 
goods made in France which have been bleached, dyed, 
printed, hemmed, embroidered or made up abroad, 
although such tissues may be treated on importation as 
foreign for the purpose of assessing Customs duties. 
The marking requirement does not apply to issues im- 
ported temporarily in order to be bleached, dyed or 
printed and then re-exported. 


Lighters.—F lame-lighters and friction-lighters (but not their 
component parts) must have an indication of origin 
stamped in the metal with a steel punch in a place 
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where it will remain visible after the monopoly stamp 
has been soldered on the article. 


Umbrellas and sunshades.—The indication is to be shown 
in coloured letters on the stick between the handle and 
the first spring. 


Zinc.—Rolled zinc, and plain manufactures of zinc, whether 
or not alloyed with lead (other than smiths’ wares and 
the like) are to have the indication stamped in an angle 
of the sheet for rolled zinc, and at either end for zinc 
manufactures. 


Cutlery.—The indication of origin is to be shown as 
follows :— 


1. Secateurs.—On the outer part of the blade or on 
the central part (the flat part traversed by the 
screw), but not on the handles. 

2. Butchers’ and kitchen knives.—On the blade. 


3. Open razors.—On the blade or on the heel, but 
not on the handle or on the back. 


4. Penknives.—On the largest blade or on its heel. 
5. Scissors.—On the blade or on the central part. 
6. Table knives.—On the blade. 

7. Shearing machines: 


(a) Hand.—On the inside of one of the levers 
or handles, and also on the inside surface of each 
comb in a free part. 


(6b) Hand, for animals.—On the upper surface 
of the lever and on the outside surface of the 
comb. 


(c) Mechanical and electrical.—On the outside 
and in a very conspicuous place. 


8. Other ordinary cutlery.—Articles coming under 
this head are to be assimilated to the various 
articles shown above, taking into account the 
purpose for which intended and their general 


shape. 
9. Other fine cutlery: 


(a) Nail files —On the portion not cut or 
polished. 

(b) Erasing knives, paper knives, manicuring 
implements.—To be assimilated as above (e.g., 
paper knives are assimilated to table knives, 
etc.). 

(c) Safety razors.—On the outer part of the 


guard which is visible when the razor is ready for 
use. 


(d) Safety razor blades.—On one surface. 


(e) Nail and cuticle clippers.—On the flat out- 
side part of the joint. 


(f) Blades, of razors, scissors and knives, en- 
tirely finished.—In the same way as on the 
finished article. 


In general, the indication should always be on a 
visible, polished part of the finished article, sufficiently 
large to be read easily and proportional to the size of 
the article. It should be hollow-stamped on the article 
or applied by deep acid-engraving (superficial acid- 
engraving, the use of an engraving pad, or the use of 
metal or other tabs simply jointed to the article is for- 
bidden), generally on the principal part of the article, 
preferably a cutting part, and always on a metal part; 
in short, on the part which makes the article into a 
piece of cutlery. The packages, envelopes, tins, boxes, 
etc., containing the goods must also bear the indication 
on a gummed label in a conspicuous place, or in an 
indelible inscription. 


Brushware.—All brushware articles, badger hair and other 
shaving brushes, brushes, brooms and painting brushes 
must have the indication of origin branded in the 
middle of the handle, when there is one, or on the side 
of articles without handles. 


Metal wares, tools, valves and cocks :-— 


1 (A).—Metal clasps for travelling or other bags, 
powder boxes, tubes and cases for rouge, etc., 
boxes or cases for all other uses; heaters, stoves 
and fireplaces burning alcohol, paraffin, benzol, 





ee 
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acetylene, etc. (except gas apparatus), burners 
destined for such heaters ; locks, padlocks, hinge. 
plates, keys, lock-bolts, hinge-pins, hinges of 
all kinds; upholstery nails and drawing pins, 
household, toilet and kitchen utensils, of sheet 
iron, black, polished, tinned, enamelled, etc., of 
copper, aluminium, nickel, nickelled metals, ete, . 
badges, publicity articles, etc., of enamelled 
sheet iron; advertisement plates of printed tin 
plate and other printed matter on tinplate; 
soldering and brazing apparatus, soldering 
lamps; lamp burners and lamp ware; tinsmiths’ 
wares; tubes, capsules and ‘“stilligouttes’’ oj 
lead, tinned lead or tin; press-fasteners and 
clasp-buttons. 


The indication is to be shown on each article, and 
may be applied cold or hot, mechanically or chemically 
(except by transfers), or, in the case of enamelled ware, 
it should be fired on with the enamel. It must be 
placed as follows :— 


(i) Articles of polished, blackened or tinned sheet 
or tinplate.—On the bottom, outside; or, if that is 
not possible, on the fittings (handles, etc.). 


(ii) Bronzed, galvanised, coppered, painted, var. 
nished, or printed articles.—On the bottom, out- 
side, or on the principal surface. 


(111) Enamelled articles.—On the bottom, out- 
side, or on the principal surface. (In the case of 
enamelled plates for advertising purposes and oj 
enamelled panels intended for use as fittings for 
stoves or for furniture, and all similar goods, the 
indication of origin may be placed on the back and 
need not be fired on with the enamel.) 


(iv) Tubes, capsules and “‘ stilligoutes ’’ of tin, 
tinned lead or lead.—To be printed in a place which 
will be concealed when the article is being used, so 
as to avoid confusion as to the origin of the con- 
tents, or else the indication must mention specifi- 
cally that it refers only to the container. 


When the size of the above articles makes it impos- 
sible to place the indication on the articles themselves, 
it may be shown as in 1 (B) below. 


1 (B).—Sewing needles; needles for looms; pins; 
buckles, hooks and eyes, rivets. The indication 
must be shown on the cards, boxes and packages; 
if the goods are sold retail without cards or pack- 
ings, on the receptacles in which they reach the 
buyer. 


2.—Hand tools, with or without handles and tools for 
machines (whether imported or sold with the 
machines or separately). The indication of origin 
is to be applied cold or hot, before or after ten- 
pering, mechanically or chemically (except. by 
means of transfers) to tools properly so-called, 
whether imported mounted or as_ separate 
articles. In the case of tools sold in packets or 
boxes, the marking is to be placed on the package 
as well as on the tool itself. 


When the size of the tools makes it impossible to mark 
them, the indication shall be placed on the package 
or card, and if the tools are sold retail without packing 
or card, on the receptacle in which they reach the 
buyer. 


3.—‘‘ Robinetterie ’’: valves, cocks, sluices, levels, re- 
ducing valves, drain-cocks, etc.—The indication 
is to be punched on; except that in the case of 
large articles of cast iron or cast steel, i.e., those 
more than 150 mms. high, it must be cast in, 
either sunk or in relief; and in the case of 
articles of welded sheet it must be shown by 
means of a plate soldered round the entire cil- 
cumference by means of autogenous welding or by 
a similar method, but not by ordinary tin solder- 
ing. 

The indication is to be placed on the body, 
cover or other important part and under the 
trade mark or the maker’s name, if shown, iD 
letters of not less than 7 per cent. of the height 
of the body in the case of bodies not exceeding 
100 mms. ; not less than 5 per cent. of the height 
of the body in the case of bodies measuring from 
100-600 mms. in height, and not less than 3 cms. 
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in the case of bodies measuring over 600 mms. in 


height. 


In the case of cocks sold in packets, the indica- 
tion of origin is to be placed on the package, as 
well as on the articles themselves. 


Chinaware, of white or coloured composition, with trans- 
parent or coloured glaze, with or without ornamenta- 
tion.—The indication is to figure on each article and is 
to be marked or engraved, hollow or in relief, or 
printed on the composition before enamelling or after 
enamelling in burnt-in colours. 


INCREASED QUOTA FOR MEAT PRESSES, ETC. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 17 announces 
that the quota allotted to the United Kingdom for the im- 
port into France during the current quarter of meat presses, 
meat cutters, preserve presses and other presses, weighing 
20 kilogs. or less each (ex Tariff No. 569B), should be 36 
quintals, and not 28 quintals, as stated previously. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTAS 


Recent issues of the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ announce 
the exhaustion of the quotas fixed for the import of various 
goods into France until September 30, in consequence of 
which imports of such goods may not be resumed until 
further notice. United Kingdom trade is affected in the 
following cases :— 


Toys of moulded rubber—from ‘‘ other ”’ countries, including 
the United Kingdom. 


Safety valves, reduction valves, radiator vanes, of pure or 
alloyed copper—from ‘‘ other ’’ countries, including the 
United Kingdom. 


Hats, of wool felt, other than cloches—from ‘“‘ other’’ 
countries, including the United Kingdom.

IMPORT OF OILCLOTH 


The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 20 contains 
a Decree, dated September 15, providing for the imposition 
of provisional restrictions on the importation into France 
of oilcloth based on cotton tissues (Tariff Nos. 430 and 431). 
The Preamble to the Decree states that an appreciable pro- 
portion of linseed oil is used in the manufacture of oilcloth, 
and this product should therefore fall within the scope of 
the Law of August 6 increasing the duties on oilseeds and 
products thereof (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 17, pages 
242-3). The duty on oilcloth based on linen tissue (ex 
Tariff No. 385) was in fact increased under that measure, 
but oilcloth based on cotton tissue was not affected, and it 
is proposed to introduce a Bill on the re-assembly of the 
French Parliament to rectify this omission. As the duties 
in question are covered by the Commercial Convention with 
Czechoslovakia, fifteen days’ notice must in any case be 
given before they can be increased. 


In order to prevent excessive imports pending the enforce- 
ment of the new duties, import quotas have been applied to 
these goods, but it is not intended that the control should 
be of a restrictive nature and licences will be granted for 
quantities proportional to those imported in 1932. Appli- 
cations for licences should be addressed to the ‘‘ Confédéra- 
tion générale de la production frangaise, 6, rue de Messine, 
Paris 8e,’’ but goods proved to have been despatched direct 
to France or warehoused before September 20 will be 
admitted without licence. 
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{INFORCEMENT OF INCREASED DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN PITCH AND GLOVES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 
17 (pages 242-3) respecting the increase of the French 
Customs duties on certain goods, it should be noted that 
the French ‘“ Journal Officiel’’ of September 12 announces 
the enforcement as from September 14 of the increased 
duties on brewer’s pitch containing up to 20 per cent. of 
paraffin wax (ex Tariff No. 115) and leather and fur gloves 
(Tariff No. 484).

POLAND 
NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 

In connection with the forthcoming entry into force, on 
October 11 next, of a new Polish Customs Tariff, the Com- 
mercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw calls atten- 
tion to the terms of a notice which has recently been dis- 
played in Polish Customs Houses. The notice in question 
points out that, in order to avoid assessment for duty under 
the new Tariff (many of the rates of which are substantially 
higher than those of the present Tariff), all imported goods 
(including stocks of goods stored in free Customs ware- 
houses) must be declared for clearance prior to October 11, 
and the duty be paid within 14 days following the date of 
clearance. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period September 20-30 in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 130-307 per cent.

This problem is one of the 
most difficult the coal trade has had to face, and it has 
received a great deal of attention both in this country and 
abroad. 


Hitherto the methods used have been somewhat empirical 
and, as a consequence, a high factor of safety has been 
employed resulting in very large gross samples. The British 
Standard Method follows in general principles the same 
theory that was adopted as a basis for the sampling of small 
coal, and recommends minimum sizes of samples based on the 
theory of errors in which the size of the sample is directly 
related to the heterogeneity of the fuel and the degree of 
accuracy required. As a consequence it has been found pos- 
sible in the Specification to recommend the adoption of much 
smaller sizes of gross samples than those previously taken. 

The Specification lays down the size of gross sample to be 
taken and the methods of collection and reduction to be used 
for coal from chutes, conveyors and wagons, both riffle and 
the hand methods of reduction being described. 

The Committee are unable to recommend a standard 
method for sampling from heaps that would be generally 
applicable having due regard to the possible heterogeneous 
nature of the heap. A full account of the experiments and 
theoretical considerations which form a basis of the Speci- 
fication have been included as an Appendix.

Report on Metric Units of Volume. 

The Chemical Divisional Council of the British Standards 
Institution has decided that in all British Standard Speci- 
fications prepared for use in the Chemical Industry in which 
reference to metric units of volume is made, the unit to be 
employed shall be the millilitre (abbreviation ml.) in pre- 
ference to cubic centimetres. For example, the millilitre has 
been adopted as the unit in terms of which British Standard 
volumetric glassware shall be calibrated, and as the unit to 
be employed in the description of analytical methods. The 
decision to adopt this unit was taken after careful considera- 
tion involving a detailed study of the history of the metric 
units of volume and of current practice. 

A similar recommendation was made by the Joint Com- 
mittee for the Standardisation of Scientific Glassware in 
1924 and has since been adopted in many important publi- 
cations. Some journals, however, still retain the use of 
‘“‘e.c.”’ The British Standards Institution consider that the 
general use of the millilitre in all journals is highly desirable. 

It is therefore hoped that editors of scientific journals and 
publication committees of scientific societies will give favour- 
able consideration to the above recommendation and, where 
this has not already been done, introduce the use of the 
millilitre into their publications at the earliest opportunity.

British Standard Specification for Tars. Nos. 1 and 2 for 


Road Purposes. 


An important modification has recently been made by the 
British Standards Institution in connection with the instru- 
ment to be used for the measurement of the viscosity of Tar 
No. 2 contained in the B.S. Specification No. 76-1930. 

Experimental research has confirmed the practicability of 
adopting the B.R.T.A. viscometer, already standardised for 
the measurement of the viscosities of Tars Nos. 1 and 3, 
for Tar No. 2 also, in place of the Hutchinson Tar Tester, 
and accordingly the B.R.T.A. instrument has now been 
adopted as the standard for Tar No. 2.

Report on Poppy Day Appeal. Published by Earl Haig’s 


British Legion Appeal, Poppy Day (1933) Headquarters, 18, 
Suuth Street, Park Lane, London, W. 1. 


It may be wondered why ten months should pass before the 
issue of this Report, but the Appeal is now so worid-wide 
and has so many ramifications that it is impossible to close 
the accounts until at least seven months after the actual 
date of the poppy sales. Poppy Day, 1932, produced 
£482,000, exclusive of Scotland, where the Appeal is organ- 
ised independently. While somewhat less than the 1931 
total. it is considered to be a remarkable figure in view of 
present difficult times. Poppy Day finances the British 
Legion’s benevolent work—an account of which is given on 
pages 27-49. The principal activity, from the point of view 
of money expended, is the relief of distress, there being 
3,550 honorary relief committees working throughout the year 
in all parts of the country and overseas. Other important 
activities include: Prince of Wales British Legion Pensions 
Scheme; British Legion Village for tuberculous men; British 
Legion Cambrian Tweed Factory; British Legion Poppy 
Factory (employing 362 badly disabled men); Employment 
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Department (finding over 30,000 jobs annually); Small Busi- 
ness Loans and Migration Department; Central Sales Agency 
(marketing goods made by disabled men); Pensions and Dis- 
ablement Department; and Housing Scheme for Disabled 
Men. These and other activities are dealt with in the 
Report. 

A full list of all collections, arranged on a geographical 
basis, is contained on pages 51-295, while attention is directed 
to pages 7-26 of the Report, where briefly many very inter- 
esting details showing how the money is actually raised are 
printed. 

Some 4,000 voluntary organising committees are commencing 
their preliminary organisation for the 1933 Appeal, and it is 
hoped their efforts will result in some 350,000 ladies volun- 
teering to sell poppies on November 11, and that a record 
collection will eventually be made. 


Rubber in Chemical Engineering. Issued by the Rubber 


eg Association, Inc., 2, 38 and 4, Idol Lane, London, 
.C. 3. 


This book (64 pp., demy 8vo), which is fully illustrated and 
indexed, has been written by H. P. Stevens, M.A., Ph.D., 
F.I.C., Consulting Chemist to the Association, and M. B. 
Donald, M.Sc., A.R.C.Sc., M.I.Chem.E., F.I.C., Lecturer in 
Chemical Engineerirg, University College, London, and 
contains chapters devoted to the properties aud chemical 
resistance of rubber, rubber linings for tanks and the like, 
rubber paints, cements, etc., and the chemical uses of rubber. 

The great difficulty in extending the applications of rubber 
is that it is more usually employed as an accessory than 
as a complete product. The appeal of rubber to those 
responsible for the construction and design of plant, etc., is 
therefore indirect and suffers from the natural lack of 
specialised knowledge about this material. Describing as it 
does the present position of rubber as applied to the chemical 
and allied industries, this book should be of help to engineers 
in general, and chemical engineers in particular, in gaining a 
better knowledge of the field in which rubber has already 
been applied. With this fuller knowledge of its exceptional 
qualities they will no doubt recognise the value of the 
material for purposes which it has not hitherto been applied.

The principal revision consists in the substitution of test 
samples cast in dry sand moulds for those cast in chill 
moulds. The method of casting the test samples, the dimen- 
sions of the dry sand moulds and the tensile test figures re- 
quired are specified. Corresponding tensile test figures which 
may be expected from the test samples if cast in chill moulds 
as formerly specified are added for information only.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN BULGARIA 


With reference to the notice in the “* B.T.J.”’ of 
September 7 (page 330) the following is a translation 
of a further Ordinance issued by the National Bank of 
Bulgaria: — 

Ordinance No. 28.—In conformity with Art. 8 of the Law 
relating to Commerce in Foreign Exchanges . . . the fol- 
lowing Ordinance is promulgated : 

(1) Against the export of fruits (walnuts excepted), 
vegetables, dried onions and rose oil, the Bank may 
accord to importing firms supplementary quotas to the 
extent of 100 per cent. of their quota for 1933 for the 
import on a compensation basis of goods enumerated in 
Ordinance No. 22. 


(2) To sound firms, functioning prior to 1933 and who 
have no quota, or an insufficient quota, the Bank may 
allocate a quota, to the extent of 50 per cent. of their 
average yearly imports during the last five years, for 
the import of goods on a compensation basis against 
the export of fruits (walnuts excepted), vegetables, 
dried onions and rose oil. 


A translation of Ordinance No. 22, which allowed 
the import of certain goods against the export of 
Bulgarian products as listed, was given in the 
“ B.T.J.”’ of July 27 (page 135).
